Many Americans be 
lieve it to be true. 

But 15 million American Negroe 
are reminded every day of thei 
lives that it is a lie; that they ar 
not free, that democracy does not 
include them.

“ If all these people were on the 
side of peace, it would transform 
the world,” said the man who has 
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
